SPEAKER BARRETT: Thank you. You've heard the closing. The
question is the adoption of the Lynch amendment to LB 187.
Those in favor of that motion vote aye, opposed nay. Record,
Mr. Clerk.

CLERK: 30 ayes, 0 nays, Mr. President, on adoption of Senator
Lynch's amendment.

SPEAKER BARRETT: The amendment is adopted. Senato: Lynch, is
it your desire to advance the bill?

SENATOR LYNCH: I would move it be readvanced.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Thank you. If there's no discussion, those in
favor say aye. Opposed no. Ayes have it, motion carried, the
bill is readvanced.

CLERK: Senator, you had that other amendment.

SENATOR LYNCH: Mr. President, members, I respectfully request
that...the second amendment be withdrawn.

SPEAKER BARRETT: It is withdrawn. Mr. Clerk, let's proceed to
LB 240, please. Senator Lynch, I believe we're on the A bill.
(LB 187A)

SENATOR LYNCH: Yes, sir.

SPEAKER BARRETT: My apologies. Mr. Clerk.

CLERK: Mr. President, Senator Lynch, Senator, you had an
amendment printed earlier this year, on page 244. I understand
you want to withdraw that one.

SENATOR LYNCH: Yes, I would respectfully, Mr. President,
members, ask that be withdrawn.

SPEAKER BARRETT: So ordered.

CLERK: Mr. President, Senator Lynch would move to return the
bill. The amendment is on page 604 of the Journal.
